F. Miller, 
w ith the audience jo ining

The large male cho rus then 
sang “ Share Yo ur B lessings.’’ 
They 
were enco red several times but had 
no o ther selectio n .with which to re­ 
spo nd. 
Dr. G. L. McInto sh spo ke o n the 
subject o f “ The Cycles o f H a bit,’’ and 
held his vast audience spellbo und fo r 
o ver an ho ur while he gave them in a 
pla in practical manner an explanatio n 
o f the fo rmatio n and results o f habits. 
The 
speaker said in part: “ The 
wo rd habit co vers as much o f human 
life o r the universe as any o ther wo rd. 
Mature is the habits o f the plants. 
La w is the habit o f the peo ple do ing 
things. ” 
Fo r illustra tio n the speaker to o k a 
sma ll piece o f paper and fo lded it to 
sho w that the paper wo uld fo ld that 
wa y again easier than any o ther way, 
because there was the least resistance 
in tha t directio n and in the same way 
w ith a stream o f 
water. 
“ Every­ 
th in g,’’ said he “ will flo w in the di­ 
rectio n it last flo wed witho ut so me 
stro ng resistance to sto ps it .” 
“ Men take mo re interest in raising 
and 
tra ining their co lt* 
no wadays 
than in the training o f their children. 
“ I t’s a shame, but it is true and I 
desire to appeal yo ur intelligence up­ 
o n this vita l subject.” 
“ Ha bit is largely mechauical. 
The 
o hild inherits no thing fro m its ances­ 
to rs but capacity. 
It co mes into the 
wo rld witho ut a nything but a certain 
a mo unt o f pla cticity. 
The child o f a 
drunkard may have a large amo unt o f 
pla cticity fo r bad and the child o f the 
ho no rable, 
upright 
man 
a 
large 
a mo unt o f pia cticitfy fo r go o d, yet 
the brain is like a white sheet o f pa 
per. ” 
“ The first 
impulse a 
child gets 
fo rms a track in the brain and the 
« ext respo nse will fo llo w that same 
track and 
the tra k will b:gin to 
deepen, just as the ditch in the field 
begins to wash the next time the water 
flo ws in the same 
place, until the 
la rge ditch is fo rmed and as the M is­ 
sissippi river is o ne large river with 
its many tributaries, so there is o ne 
do m ina nt habit o r passio n which gives 
^o lo r to a ma n’s life .” 
“ Ha bit at first, as in a child wa lk­ 
ing, is impo ssible, next a difficulty, an 
excellence and finally it is do ne nn 
co nscio usly. 
It is almo st impo ssble 
to recall a habit when it raches the 
unco nscio us 
cycle. 
Here 
lies the 
great danger. 
“ It is so metimes difficult fo r men to 
fo rm the habit o f drink; so me have to 
fo rce it do wn, but after the little track 
Is o nce made in the brain, it w ill next 
beco me a gutter and co ntinue until it 
as a great canyo n. 
Every nervo us im­ 
pulse w ill suggest whiskey, if the 
man passes a salo o n and smells w his­ 
key the first impulse is a drink, o r if 
he hears glasses rattle o r sees it in a 
drug sto re the impulse which travels 
flo ng that little track is fo r a drink 
md it is a hard thing to turn back 


when the habit is fo rmed.” 
“ There is o ne bea utiful thing abo ut 
it after a il,” said Dr. McInto sh, “ it 
is harder to break a go o d habit than 
a bad o ne. 
If a wo man 
is^ a go o d 
wo man nntii she is thirty years o f 
age, she will never be a bad wo man, 
bat if she is a bad wo man until she 
is thirty years o ld, by the grace o f 
Go d she can beco me a saint. 
Neither 
is it o n reco rd where a man who lived 
fifty years an ho nest upright life ever 
became a bad and cro o ked man, but 
many 
a bad man has beco me go o d 
after they were fifty years o f a ge.” 
The speaker in sho wing the great 
difficulty in breaking a habit after it 
o nce was fo rmed and had taken ro o t 
in o nr lives, plead fo r men to be ca re­ 
ful to fo rm the best habits po ssible 
while yo ung. 
Everyo ne was well pleased with the 
masterly address and Dr. 
McInto sh 
was the recipient o f many co mpliments 
upo n giving snch an intellectua l and 
inspiring talk.

Roosev elt has determined to withdraw 
the federal troops from Goldfield, Nev ., 
shortly after the legislature begins its 
special session tomorrow 
This inten­ 
tion was made known at the W hite 
House today when the report of the 
special inv estigating commission was 
m ade public, together with a letter 
from the president to Gov ernor Sparks 
dated Jan. 4. 
The president says he 
shall be gov erned by the recom menda­ 
tions in the report unless the gov ernor 
can show that the statem ents of the 
report are not in accordance with the 
facts. 
The report says: 
“The conditions did not support the 
general allegations in the gov ernor’s 
request for troops, nor were his spe­ 
cific statem ents established to any 
such extent as to justify his use of 
these statem ents for the purpose of 
getting federal troops.” 
It concludes with this recom menda­ 
tion: 
“But we also m ust firmly be­ 
liev e that upon the assem bling of the 
legislature or within a few days there­ 
after, the troops should be remov ed, 
regardless of any request for their re­ 
tention that may be made by either 
the legislature or the gov ernor of Ne­ 
v ada. it being essential that the state 
of Nev ada shall understand this situa­ 
tion completely, shall recognize the 
fact that there will at that date be 
thrown upon it and it alone, the pri­ 
m ary responsibility of keeping order, 
and that, recognizing this responsibil­ 
ity, it may take such action as is the 
duty of the state and as will be suffi­ 
cient in the prem ises.” 
In his letter to Gov ernor Sparks, af­ 
te r rev iewing the steps so far taken 
in the Goldfield mining trouble, the 
president continues: 
“I hav e just re­ 
ceiv ed the report of these three gen­ 
tlem en 
(Murray, 
Smith and 
Neill), 
which sets forth in the most em phatic 
language fheir belief, after a careful 
inv estigation on the ground, that there 
was no w arrant whatev er for calling 
upon the president for troops and that 
the troops should not be kept indefi­ 
nitely at Goldfield.« The report further 
states that there was no insurrection 
against the powder of the state at the 
tim e the troops were called for; that 
nobody supposed that there was such 
an insurrection, and that none of the 
conditions demanded in Section 5297 
of the rev ised statutes as w arranting 
interference by the federal gov ern­ 
m ent existed and that the effort was 
and is plainly an effort by the state of 
Nev ada to secure the performance by 
the United States of the ordinary po­ 
lice duties which should, as a m atter 
of course, be performed by Nev ada 
herself. 
The report further says: 
“ ‘There is absolutely no question 
tha t if the state of Nev ada and the 
county of Esm eralda exercised the 
powers at their disposal they could 
m aintain satisfactory order in Gold- 
field; 
that so far these authorities 
hav e done nothing, but are relying 
upon federal aid, and their attitude 
now is expressly that of refusing to 
do anything and desiring to throw 
their own burdesn upon the federal 
gov ernm ent for the m aintenance of 
those elem entary conditions of order 
for which they, and they only, are re­ 
sponsible.’ 
“The signers of the repdrt express 
their 
conv ictions 
that 
the 
troops 
should remain in Nev ada until the as­ 
sembling of the legislature, so as to 
preserv e the status quo in order that 
the legislature may deal with the sit­ 
uation as it exists, but that shortly 
thereafter the troops should be re­ 
mov ed. 
“I agree with the recom mendations 
of this report of which I enclose a 
copy, and shall act accordingly. 
Un­ 
less it can be shown that the state­ 
m ents of the report are not in accord­ 
ance with the facts, it will be incum­ 
bent upon the legislature of Nev ada, 
when it conv enes, itself to prov ide for 
enforcing the laws of the state. 
The 
state of Nev ada m ust itself make a 
resolute effort in good faith to per­ 
form the police duties incident to the 
existence of a state.”

taken there probably for o rnam ent 
on accou nt of its large and lu xu riant 
thorns, and it has since taken posses­ 
sion of those cou ntries. 
It is destru c­ 
tive to sheep, often getting into their 
eyes, and when once introdu ced on the 
land it costs more than the valu e of 
the land to eradicate i t 
| 
“Fifteen years ago I was examining 
and stu dying fo rest plants fo r dry re­ 
gions to see w hat improvement cou ld 
be made u pon them, and it stru ck me 
th at the cactu s, if the tho rns cou ld be 
taken off, wou ld be one of the best for 
desert cu ltu re. 
I fou nd by raising 
, them from seed th at ninety-nine o u t of 
a hu ndred wou ld be thorny, bu t once 
in awhile one wou ld be fou nd th at hail 
few or no thorns. 
I carefu lly saved 
the seeds from these, and after gro w­ 
ing tho u sands and tho u sands of seed­ 
lings I finally produ ced one that was 
absolu tely thornless. 
“Now, as I wished to get a cactu s 
that wou ld produ ce a great am o u nt of 
nou rishment, of cou rse my first object 
was to get it thornless au d next to get 
a 
variety 
that wou ld 
produ ce 
the 
greatest qu antity of forage per acre. 
T hat has beeu well accomplished. 
I 
have a cactu s that, set ou t in rows 3 
by G feet, produ ces 2 00 tons of food 
per acre. Twenty tons per acre from 
beets, carrots, tu rnips or cabbages is 
considered a good crop. Some of the 
older cacti will produ ce as mu ch as a 
hu ndred tons, 
j 
“The cactu s is not as nu tritio u s as the 
beet, bu t there is mu ch more w ater iu 
it. By analysis some cacti produ ce 2 
per cent of starch, while others pro­ 
du ce bu t the one-twentieth of 1 per 
cent, sho wing the difference in con­ 
stitu ents. My object is to combine this 
great produ ctiveness with great nu tri­ 
tion, and when that is done my opinion 
is th at the cactu s will be the most im­ 
po rtant plant that there is on earth to­ 
day for arid regions. I have taken the 
wild 
Colorado 
cacti, 
planted 
them 
thickly In a small bed au d given them 
no w ater; then I have planted fou r or 
five of my improved cacti iu the same 
bed, and the improved cacti starved 
the others alm o st to death. With the 
sam e treatm ent they will grow three 
or fo u r feet iu height, be in perfect 
vigor and often weigh five to seven 
pou nds each, while the Colorado wild 
cacti are drying u p for lack of mois­ 
tu re. The ability of the improved cacti 
to root deeper from their greater indi­ 
vidu al gro wth gives them the oppor­ 
tu nity to strike deeper and take the 
mo istu re u p, while the common wild 
cacti cannot reach it and hence starve 
to death. 
“Every animal that eats vegetation 
of any kind is very fond of the cactu s, 
and for that reason it has thorns. Oth­ 
erwise it wou ld have been either ou t 
of existence or it wou ld have taken 
some o ther means to protect itself. 
Cows relish cactu s au d when u sed to 
it prefer it to any o ther kind of fod­ 
der. It produ ces good milk and is u sed 
in the H aw aiian Islands and no rthern 
Africa for that pu rpose extensively. 
If people only knew w hat cactu s is 
an<i~ knew the benefits to be derived 
by planting the improved sorts, 
it 
wou ld soon prove to be the greatest 
thing ever known for reclaiming arid 
soil natu rally.”

W ashingto n, Jan. 13.—The two su b­ 
jects which are attracting attentio n in 
congress to the exclu sion of alm o st 
everything else are the financial bill 
and the navy personnel bill, the fo r­ 
mer by Senato r Aldrich and the latter 
by Senato r Hale. 
The senate committee on 
finance 
will take u p the Aldrich bill at its sit­ 
ting tomorrow. 
It is not believed that 
the Democrats will m ake any deter­ 
mined opposition to the bill in commit­ 
tee, and the indications are that it will 
be given a place on the senate calen­ 
dar so o ner than even the Repu blican 
advo cates of the m easu re expected. 
There will be some effort to amend 
it, both in co mm ittee and in the sen­ 
ate, bu t w hether amended o r not, it 
will be debated in the senate at length. 
Even

the Democrats them ­ 
selves shou ld favor the passage of the 
measu re, they wou ld no t perm it the 
session to go by witho u t discu ssing the 
financial situ ation, and the Aldrich bill 
will afford them the best o ppo rtu nity 
for this.

Senato r H ale’s bill will receive its 
first attentio n at the hands of the sen- j 
ate co mm ittee on naval affairs du ring 
the present week, bu t it will probably 
be some time before the m easu re can j 
be repo rted to the senate.

dered. 
It will be qu ite impossible to 
avoid tou ching u pon the retirem ent of 
Admiral Brownson, and if the su bject 
is once opened there is no telling to j 
w hat extent it may be pu rsu ed.
